ELECTION OF NEW POPE

Method by which Leo's Successor
will be Chosen.

On the 10th,"or at tho latest, the
12th day after the death of the pope,
the conclave assembles far the clec-
tion of the new pontiff. If precedent
is followed, the conclave is hold st
the banutifal Sistine Chapel, within
tho walls of the Vatlean,

Each cardinal is allowed the ser-
vicos of a secrotary and an attendant,
who, whileé the conclave lssts, oconpy
rooms adjacent to the partionlar cell
alloted to their master, On the day
fixed for the meoting of the conolave,
the cardinals assemblo to hear spocial
mass of the Holy Spirit and to take
the oaths of fmithlfaluecss and secreoy.
When this is necomplished, all the
members of the varlous eongregations
g0 in solemn procession, two by two,
und followed by the long retinoe of
attendants, to the conclave, while the
tnspiring teadn  of the “* Veni, Oroator
Spiritn'’ are enacted. Onee within
the conflne of the oonclave, the mns.
wmive doors are shut with donble locks
and from that moment nntil the vew
poutill is eleoted no person is per-
mittéd to pass in or oot

The meals for the assemblagne are
propared within  the walls of the
Vatioan aud are dolivered through a
wicket gato, or mther casemant, lot
fnto the great door, It is hiere, also,
that on the first day of the oconclav e,
a vommittes of oardinals, appointod
by the wholo hody, gives sudience to
the foreign envoys This, however,
tukesa place before the conclave lias
actunlly met for the pope’s election.
The Sistine Chapol is espeeially fittod
for the holding of this momentons
pouncil of the charch. The stalls of
the oardinals manged on each side, are
surmounted by canopies of cloth in
the soclesinatical colors, and at the
fur end, opposite the high altar, are
placos  assigued to the seoretaries
When moass liss boon sald and all is
prepared, the conclaye procesds  to
ite solemn task.
